After six years of constant rise 
in cost of living, teachers’ salar- 
ies are still 5 per cent below 
‘hat of 1931. \ 

In Alameda County, every 
other city and county employee 
has had a complete restoration 
of salary cuts, and in many 
cases has received an increase in 
pay. The standard of the school 
teachers, however, is kept be- 
low normal. 

No Lack of Funds 

The Board of Education is not 
pressed for funds. The contrary 
is iyue. 

A building fund of 70 cents 
per $100 valuation has never 
been used. Only 9 cents per 
$100 is utilized to replace school 
hazards.

CHIHUAHUA Mexico—(Exclu- 

Sive to Western Worker). Oppos- 
sed for decades into sem-starva- 
tion by American imperialists, 
peasants, during the early ‘part 
of March, seized the land ot 
wealthy land-owners throughout 
the state and divided it equally 
among the poor. ;

Following the seizure of the 
land, the peasants sent out a

blood sacrifice.’’ 

At the same time the circular 
calls on all workers and farmers

ROME—With Italian troops al- 
ready having been reliably re- 
ported as landing in Spain since 
the March 20 “deadline,” the 
Italian Fascist. government and 
press has begun a build-up to 
openly flout non-intervention 
and “reassume full liberty of 
action.” 

The campaign was opened by 
charges in the newspaper “Gior- 
nale d’Italia” of shipments of 
airplanes, pistols and ammuni- 
tion shipped from France or ar- 
ranged through Franee 
Vienna and Prague. 


Preparing the Ground 

A spokesman for the govern- 
ment then announced that Italy 
may withdraw from the non- 
intervention accord, declaring 
there appeared to be no reason 
“to doubt the authenticity” of 
the ‘charges. 

Aside from the fact that all 
news in Italian papers repre- 
sents government policy strictly, 
the “exposure” does not even 
charge that any: such shipments 
were made after the March 20 
déadline. 

The new Italian charges and 
threats are not merely a threat 
of open mass intervention in 
Spain, but an excuse for inter- 
vention that wa _ snot stopped 
with the “agreement” for an 
end to sending ‘‘volunteers” after 
March 20.

How can it be explained that our lead- 


"ing comrades, who -have a rich experience 


of struggle against every kind of anti- 
Party and anti-Soviet trend, proved to be 
so blind and naive in this case that they 
were unable to recognize the real’ face of 
the enemies of the people, were unable to 
discern the wolves in sheep’s clothing, were 
unable to tear the mask from them? 

Can it be stated that the wrecking and 


_ divérsional—spying—work of the agents of 


foreign powers’ who were busy on the 
territory of the U.S.S.R. can be something 
unexpected and unprecedented for us? No, 
this cannot be stated. This is shown by the 
wrecking acts in various branches of na- 
tional economy during the past ten years, 
starting with the Shakhti period, which are 
set out in official documents. 

Can it be stated that we haye lately 
had no warning signals and forewarning 
directives about the- wrecking, spying or 
terroristic activity of the Trotzky-Zinoviev- 
ite agents of fascism? No, this cannot be 
stated. There were such signals, and Bol- 
sheviks have no right te forget them. 

The fou] murder of Comrade Kirov was 
the first serious warning showing that the 
enemies of the people will practice dup- 
licity and, in doing so, will disguise them- 
selves as Bolsheviks, as Party members, 
so as to worm their way into confidence

Kirov gave a resolute warning to the 
Party organizations against political com- 
placency and parochial gaping. It says in 
the closed letter: 

“We must put an end to opportunist 
complacency arising from the mistaken pre- 
suppositjien that in proportion to the growth 
of our forces the enemy will grow even 
tamer and more inoffensive. Such a pre- 
supposition is basieally wrong. It is @ 
belch of the right deviation, which assured 
everyone that the enemies would quietly 
creep into socialism, that in the long run 
they would become real socialists. It is 
not the business of the Bolsheviks to rest 
on their laurels and stand around gaping. 
It is not complacency that we need but 
vigilance, real Bolshevik revolutionary vig- 


oe It must be remembered that the 


re desperate the position of the enem- 
ies, the more willing they will be to seize 
‘on extreme measures aS: the only measures 
of doomed people in their struggle against 
Soviet power. We must remember this and 
be vigilant.” 

In the closed letter of July 39, 1936, re- 
garding the spying and terroristic activity 
of the Trotzkyite-Zinovievite bloc, the Cen- 
tral Committee of the C.P.S.U. called on 
the Party organization to show the max- 
imum vigilance, to be able to recognize 
the enemies of the people no matter how 
well masked. It says in the closed letter: 

“Now when it has been proved that the 
Protzkyite-Zinovievite seum unite all the 
most bitter and sworn enemies of the work- 
ing people of our country—spies, agents, 
provozateurs, diversionists, White Guards, 
kulaks etc.—in the struggle against Soviet 
power, when every distinguishing mask has 
heen obliterated between these elements on 
the one hand and the Trotzkyites and 
Zinovievites on the other, all our Party 
organizations, all members of the Party 
must understand that the vigilance of Com- 
munists is necessary in every field and in 
all situations. An indispensable quality of 
every Bolshevik in the present conditions 
must be the ability to recognize the enemy 
of the Party no matter how well he be 
masked.” 

So signals and warnings were given. 

What did these signals,and warnings call 
for? 

They called for the liquidation of the 
‘weakness of Party organizational work and 
the conversion of the Party into an impreg- 
nable fortress into which not a_ single 
double-dealer could penetrate. 

They called for putting a stop to the 
underestimation of Party political work and 
making a resolute turn in the direction of 
strengthening such work to the utmost, 
in the direction of strengthening political 
vigilance. 

And what happened? The facts have 
shown that our. comrades -took in these 
signals and warnings with more than stiff- 
ness. 

This‘is eloquently shown by all the facts 
which we know from the sphere of the 


Scompaign for verifying and exchanging 
Party documents. 
‘ How can it be explained that these 


warnings and signals did not prodites the 
proper action? 

How can it be explained that our Party 
comrades in spite of their experience of 
struggle against anti- Soviet elements, in 
spite of°a whole series of warning signals 
and forewarning direetives, proved to be 
politically. shortsighted in the face of the 
wrecking and spying diversive work of 
the enemies of the people? 

Is it that our Party comrades have be- 
come worse than they were before, have 
become less conscientious and disciplined? 
No, of course not. 

Is it that they have begun to degenerate? 
Again, no. Such a supposition is completely 
unfounded. 

Then, what is the matter? Whence arises 
such gaping, carelessness, complacency, 
blindness? - 

‘The fact is that our Party comrades, 
carried away by economic campaigns and 
by enormous successes on the front of 
économic construction, simply forgot some 
very important facts which Bolsheviks have 
no right to forget. They forgot one fun- 
damental fact from the sphere of the in- 
ternational position of the U.S.S.R. and did- 
n’t notiee two. very important facts which 
apply directly to the present wreckers, 
spies, diversionists and murderers shelter- 
ing behind the Party card and disguises 
as. Bolsheviks? 


Section 2: | 
Capitalist Encirelement 


‘What are. these. facts which our Party 
comrades forgot, or which they simply sie 
not notice? 

« They forgot. that Soviet power has con- 
quered only one-six(h of the world, that 
five-sixths of the world are in the’ pos- 
session ‘of ‘capitalist. powers. They forgot 
that the Soviet Union is in the conditions 
of capitalist: seneixclement. It is an aceepted 
thing ‘ to talk. loosely about capitalist €n- 


cirelement, but. “people do not ‘want ‘to- 


pohder ‘upon what sdrt of a thing this 
capitalist encirclergent is, 

Capitalist encirclement—that. is no anipty 
iae. that. is. a very real and’ ——. 


- bour geois_ states. 


feature. Capitalist encirclement means that 
here is one ‘country, the Soviet Union, 
which has established the socialist order 
on its own territory and besides this there 
are many countries, bourgeois countries, 


which continue to carry on a capitalist: 


mode of life and which surround the Soviet 
Union, waiting for an opportunity to attack 
it, break it, or at any rate to undermine 
its power and weaken it. 

Our comrades forget this fundamental 
fact. But it is that precisely which deter- 
mines the basis of relations between the 
capitalist encirclement and the Soviet Un- 
ion. 

Take for example the bourgeois states. 
Simple minded people may thing that ex-

tremely good relations reign between them, 
as between states of the same type. But 
only simple minded people can think so. 
In reality the relations between them are 
far from being those of good neighbors. 
It has been proved as plainly as two and 
and two make four that the bourgeois 
states shower their spies, wreckers, diver- 
sionists and sometimes murderers on each 
other, behind their frontiers, give them in- 
structions te worm themselves into the 
factories and institutions of these states, 
to create their own network there and 
“in case of necessity’ to smash them from 
the rear so as to weaken them and under- 
mine their power. Such is the case at the 
present time. | 

Such, too, has been the case in the 
past. Take, for example, the countries, of 
Europe at the time of Napoleon the First. 
France at that time was swarming with 
spies and diversionists from the camp of 
the Russians, Germans, Austrians and Eng- 
lish. And at the same time, England, the 
German states, Austria and Russia had, be- 
hind their lines, no fewer spies and diver- 
sionists from the French camp. Agents of 
Great Britain twice made attempt on the 
life of Napoleon, and several times roused 
the peasants of the Vendee in France 
against the government of Napoleon. And 
what was Napoleon’s government? A bour- 
geois government ,which had strangled the 
French Revolution and retained only those 
results’ of the revolution which were pro- 
fitable to the big bourgeoisie. Needless to 
say, Napoleon’s government did not remain 
indebted to its neighbors. It also-undertook 
its.own diversional measures, Such was the 
case in the past, 130 years ago. Such. is 
the case now, 130 years after. Napoleon 
I. France and England at the present day 
are swarming with German spies and. di- 
versionists,and, on the other hand, Anglo- 
French spies and diversionists in turn are 
at werk in Germany. “America is swarming 
with Japanese spies and diversionists, and 
Japan with American. 

Such is the law of relations between 


The question must be put: Why aiita 
the bourgecis countries be gentler and more 
neighborly to the Soviet Socialist Govern- 
ment than they are to bourgeois states 
of their own type? Why should they send 
fewer spies, wreckers, -diversignists | land 
murderers behind the frontiers: of‘ the|So- 
viet Union than they send behind ° the 
frontiers of bourgéois countries. which, are 

akin to them? Where ‘did yout , get’ this 
from? Will it not be truer, from the pint 
of view of Marxism, to -suppose that the 
bourgeois states must be sending twi or 
three times as many. wreckers, spies; diver- 
sionists and murderers behind the’ lines. of 


the Soviet Union than behind thioae” esd eat 


bourgeois state? 

Is it not clear that as long as capitalist 
encirelement exists there will be wreckers, 
spies, diversionists and murderers in our 
country sent behind our lines by the agents 
of foreign states? 

Our Party comrades forgot “about all 
this, and having forgotten were caught un- 
awares. 

This is why the spying and diversive 
work of the Trotzkyite agents of the Jap- 
anese and German secret police was com- 
pletely unexpected. by some of our com- 
rades. 


Section 3: 
Present-Day Trebshvisns 


To proceed. In, carrying on a struggle 
against the Trotzkyite agents, our Party 
comrades did not notice, they overlooked 


the fact that present-day Trotzkyism is no 


longer what it was, let us say, seven or 
eight years ago; that Trotzkyesm and the 
Trotzkyites have passed through a serious 
evolution in this period which has utterly 
changed the face of Trotzkyism; that in 
view of this the struggle against Trot- 
zkyism and the method of struggle against 
it must also be utterly changed. Our Party 
comrades did not notice Trotzkyism has 
ceased to be a political trend in the work- 
ing class, that it has changed trom the 
political trend in the working class which 
it was seven or eight years ago, into a 
frantic and unprincipled gang of wreckers, 
diversionists, spies and murderers acting 
on the instructions of the intelligence ser- 
vice of foreign states. 

What is a political trend in the working 
class? A political trend in the working 
class is a group of a party which has its 
own definite political face,. platform ahd 
program, which does not and cannot hide 
its views from the working class, but on 
the contrary, openly and honestly carries 
on propaganda for its’ views in full view 
of the working class, does not fear to show 
its political face to the working class, does 
not fear to demonstrate its real aims and 
tasks to the working class, but on the 
contrary goes to the working class with 
open visor to convince it of the correct- 
ness of its views. In the past, seven .or 
eight years ago, Trotzkyism was one of such 
political trends in the working class, an 
anti-Leninist trend, it is true, and therefore 
profoundly mistaken, but nevertheless a 
political trend. 


@ 
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Can it be said that present-day Trotzky- 
ism, the 1936 Trotzkyism, let us say, is 
a pglitical trend in the working class? No, 
present-day TFrotzkyites are afraid to show 
their real face to the working class, are 
afraid to disclose their real aims and tasks 
to it, and carefully hide their political face 
from the working class, fearing that if 
the working class should learn of their 
real intentions it will eurse them as an 
alien people and drive them from it. This 
in reality explains how it is that the chief 
method of Trétzkyite work is now not open 
and honest propaganda of its views among 
the working class, but the masking of its 
views, servile and fawning praise fgr the 
views of its opponents, a false and phari- 
saical trampling of its own views in ‘the 
dirt. , 

If you remember, Kamenev and Zinoviev 
at the trial in 1936.strénuously denied that 
they had any political platform. It was 
fully possible for them to develop their 
political platform at the trial. 
did not do so, declaring that they had 
no political platform. There can be no 
doubt that both of them were lying when 
they denied that they had a platform. Even 
the blind can now see that they had their 
political platform. But why did they deny 
the existence of any politica] platform? Be- 
cause they were afraid to disclose their 
real political face, they were afraid to 
demonstrate their real platform for the 
restoration of capitalism in the-U.S.S.R., 
fearing that-such a platform would arouse 
revulsion in the working class. 

At the trial in 1937, Pyatakov, Radek and 
Sokolnikov took a _ different ‘ine. They 


‘did not deny that the Trotzkyites and Zin- 


ovievites had apolitical platform. They 
admitted that they: had a definite political 
platform, recognized sk unfolded it in 
their testimonny. But they unfolded it not 
to. call’ on the working class, not to call 
on the people. to support the Trotzkyite 
platform,. but in order to curse it and 
brand it as an anti-people’s and anti-prole- 
tarian platform. 

The restoration of saxitaliam, the liquid- 
ation of the collective farms and state 
farms, the restoration of the system of 
exploitation, an: alliance with the fasqist 
forces of Germany and Japan to bring Pax 
against the Soviet Union nearer, a struggle 


‘fer war against. the policy of peace, the 


territorial dismemberment’ of the Soviet 

ion, giving the Ukraine to the Germans 
and. the maritime provinces to the Japanese, 
the preparation of the military:.defeat of 
the. Soviet, Union if’ enemy. states should 
attack it, and as a means. of: achieving 
these. t&ks, wrecking, diversion, individual 
terrorism against the leaders of the Soviet 
government,- espionage for the benefit of 
the Decccpibuccs and German fascist forces—

such was the political platform of present- 
day .Troizkyism’ which was set forth by 
Pyatakov, Radek and Sokolnikov. 
Naturally the Trotzkyites could 
hide such a platform from the people, from 
the working class. And they hid it not 
enly from the working class but alse from 
the Protzkyite rank and file, and not only 
frem the Trotzkyite rank and file but 
even from the leading group of the Trot- 
zkyites, consisting of a small handful of 
30 or 40 people. When Radek and Pyatakov 
asked Trotzky’s permission toe call a small 
conference, 30 or 40 people, to inform them 
ei the character of this platform, Trotzky 
forbade them, saying it was inexpedient 
to talk of the real nature of the platform 


not but 


even to a small group of Trotzkyites as. 


such an “operation” might eause:a_ split. 

“Political figures” hiding their views and 
their platform not only from the working 
class but also from the Trotzkyite rank and 
file, and not only the Trotzkyite rank 
and file, but from the leading group of 
Trotzkyites—such 
day Trotzkyism: 4 

But it follows from this that present-day 
Trotzkyism can no longer be cailed a poli- 
tical trend in the working class. 

Present-day Trotzkyism is not a _ peli- 
tieal trend in the working class but a gang 
without principle, without ideas, of wreck- 
ers, divers.onists, intelligence service agents, 
spies, murderers, a gang of sworn enemies 
of the working class, working in the pay 
of the intelligence service of foreign states. 

Such is the indisputable result of the 
evolution of Trotzkyism in the past seven 
or eight years. 

Such is the difference between Trotzky- 
ism in the past and Trotzkyism at the 
present time. ,

The mistake of our Party comrades is 
that they did not notice this profound dif- 
ference between Trotzkyism in the past and 
Trotzkyism at the present time. They did 
not notice that the Trotzkyites have long 
since ceased to be people devoted to an 
idea, that the Trotzkyites have long since 
turned into highway robbers, capable of 
any foulness, capable of all that is disgust- 
ing, to the point of espionage and the out- 
right betrayal of their country, if only 
they can harm the Soviet government and 
Soviet power. They did not notice this 
and were therefore unable to reconstruct 
themselves in time io wage battle against 


/—the Trotzkyites in a new and mere regular 
( . manner. 


| 
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This is why the abominable work of 
the Trotzkyites of late years was a com- 
plete surprise for some of our Party com- 
rades. 

To proceed. Finally, our Party comrades 
did not notice that there is an important 
difference between the present-day wreck- 
ers and diversionists on the one _ hand, 
among whom the Trotzkyite agents of fas- 
cism play “an active part,” and the wreck- 
ers and diversionists of the time of the 
Shakhti trial on the other hand. 

In the first place, the “Shakhti” and “In- 
dustrial Party’? wreckers were people openly 
alien tc us. They were in greater part 
former owners of factories, former man- 
agers for the old employers, former share- 
holders of the old joint stock companies, 
or simple bourgeois specialists ‘who were 
openly hostile to us politically. None of 
our people had any doubt about the 
authenticity of the political fate of thege 
gentlemen. And the Shakhti wreckers them- 


selves did not conceal] this distaste for the 


Soviet system. 

The same cannot be said of the present- 
day wreckers and diversionists, the Trot- 
zkyites. The present-day wreckers and di- 
versionists, the Trotzkyites, are mostly 
Party people with a Party card in their 
pecket, and consequently people who for- 
mally are-not alien to us. Whereas the 
eld wreckers went against our people, the 
new wreckers on the contrary, 
our people, iaudathem, lick their boots, in 
order to worm their way into their con- 
fidence. As you see, the difference is es- 
sential. 


In the second place, the strength of the 
Shakhti and “Industrial Party” wreckers 
was that to a greater or lesser degree they 
possessed the necessary technical ._ know- 
ledge, while our people, not possessing such 
knowledge, were forced to. learn from them. 
This circumstance gave a great advantage to 
the wreckers of the Shakhti period, made 
»it possible for them. to do their wrecking 
work freely and unhindered, made it 
possible for them to deceive our - people 
technically. 

This is not so’ with the present-day 
wreckers, with the Trotzkyites. The pre- 
sent-day wreckers have no techni¢al super- 


iority over our people.'On the contrary,. 


our people are better trained technically 
than the present-day wreckers, than the 
‘Trotzkyites. During the time from the 
Shakhti period to our own days, tens or 
thousands of. genuine, technically strong 
Bolshevik cadres have growp up among us. 
“One could mention’ thousands and ‘tens of 
thousands of Bolshevik leading figures: tech- 
nieally devoloped. in; comparison with whom 
‘all such people as Pyatakov, Livshitz, Shes- 
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the point of view of technical training. 
In this case, what does the strength of 
the present-day wreckers, the Trotzkyites, 
consist of? Their strength lies th the Party 
card. This strength lies in the fact that 
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A BANQUET IS prepared for workers in 
a Soviet plant who have completed their 
. annual plan of work. 
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the Party card gives them political trust 
and opens the doors of all our institutions 
to them. 

Their advantage lies in the fact 
holding a Party card and pretending tu 
be friends of the Soviet power they tricked 
our people politically, misused their con- 
tidence, did their wrecking work ‘furtively, 
and disclosed our secrets of state to the 
enemies of the Soviet Union. This ‘“advan- 
tage’ is a doubtful one in its political 
and moral values but still it is'a@n “advan- 
tage.” This “advantage” in reality explains 
the fact that the Trotzkyite wreckers, as 
people with a Party card having access to 
all places’ in our institutions and organiza- 


tions, were a real windfall for: the intel- 
ligence services of foreign states. 
The mistakes) of some of our Party 


comrades is that they did not notice, did 


not understand all this difference between 


the old and the new wreckers, between 
the Shakhti wreckers and the Trotzkyists, 
and not noticing this, they were unabic 


to reconstruct themselves in time so as 
to wage battle against the new wreckers 
in a new way.

monstration; of our successes, and feelings 
are created for underestimating the strength 
of our enemies, and feeling of overestima-

I must here say a few words about the 
dangers connected with, successes, about the 
dangers connected with achievements. 


We know by experience of the dangers 
conected with difficulties. For a number of 
years we have been fighting against such 
kinds Of dangers and I must say not with- 
out success. Among people who are not 
staunch, dangers connected with difficulties 
not infrequently give rise to downcast feel- 
ings, distrust in their own forces, feelings 
of pessimism. And, on the contrary, when 
it is a matter_of fighting against the dang- 
ers which arise from difficulties, people are 
tempered in this struggle and emerge. from 


the struggle really granite Bolsheviks. 

Such is the nature,of the dangers con- 
nected with difficulties. Such are the re- 
sults of overcoming difficulties.

It is net surprising that in this :narcotic 
atmosphere of swell-headedness and self- 
satisfaction, this atmosphere of showy de- 
monstrations and loud self-praise, people 
forget some essential facts which are of 
first grade signifieance for the fate of our 
country;. people begin to miss seeing such 
unpleasant facets as capitalist encirclement, 


the new forms of wrecking, the dangers 
connected with our successes, etc. 
Capitalist encirclement? A mere baga- 


telle! What significance can some capitalist 
cneirclement other have if we fulfill 
und sufpass our economic plans?

This is not only a rotten theory but a 
Cangerous one, for it lulls our people, leads 
them into a trap, and makes it possible for 
the class enemy to rally for the struggle 
against the Soviet Government. 


On the contrary, the further forward we 
advance, the greater the successes we 
achieve, the greater will be the fury of the 
remnants of the broken exploiting classes, 
the sooner will they resort to sharper forms 
of struggte, the more will they seek to 
harm the Soviet State and the more will 
they clutch at the most desperate means 
of struggle, as the last resort of doomed 
people. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
remnants of the broken classes in the 
U.S.S.R. are not alone. They have the direct 
support of our enemies beyond the bounds 
of the U.S.S.R. It would be a mistake to 
think that the sphere of the class struggle 
is limited to the bounds of the U.S.S.R. 
While one end of the class struggle has 
its operation within the bounds of the 
U.S.S.R., its other stretches to the bounds 
of the bourgeois states surrounding us. The* 
remnants of the broken classes cannot but 
‘be aware of this. And precisely because 
they will. eontinue their desper- 
late assaults:in the future.

* Such a theory can only have one pur- 
nose, namely, to titillate the self-esteem of 
our departmental officials to lull) them and 
to weaken their struggle against wreck- 
ing. 

What i8 the meaning of “the systematic 
fulfillment of our economic plans”? 


Firstly, it has been proved that all our 
economic plans are below normal because 
they do not take account of the tremen- 
dous reserves and possibilities lying hidden 
in our national economy. 


Secondly, the general fulfillment of the 
economic plans by the commissariats as a 
whole does not mean .that the plans are 
also fulfilled by~ certain very important 
branches. On the contrary the ‘acts go 
to show that quite a:numbeér of commis- 
sariats which fulfill or even more than 
fulfill the economic plans for the year, 


‘Systematically fail to fulfill the plans in 


several very important branches of the 
national economy. 


Thirdly, there can'be rio doubt that had 
the wreckers not been exposed and thrown 
out, the position in respect to the fulfill- 
ment of economic- plans would have been 
far worse. This is something which the 
shortsighted authors of the theory under 


review need to remember. 


Fourthly, the wreckers usually adapt the 
main part of their wrecking work not to 
the peace time period, but to that of the 
eve of war or war itself. Suppose we were 
to lull ourselves with the rotten theory 
of “the systematic fulfillment of the econ- 
omic plans,’’ and were not to touch the 
wreckers. Do the authors of this rotten 
theory appreciate what a_ tremendous 
amount of harm the wreckers would do to 
our country in case of war, 1f we were 
to allow them to remain inside the body 
of our. national economy, sheltered by the 
rotten theory of ‘the systematic fulfillment 
of economic plans?” 


Is it not clear that the theory of “the 
systematic fulfillment of economic plans” 
is a theory advantageous to the wreckers? 


10.—We must destroy and cast aside the 
fourth rotten theory to the effect that the 
Stakhanov movement is the chief means 
for liquidation of wrecking. - 

This theory has been invented so as to 
divert, the blow from the wreckers with a 
noise of chatter about Stakhanov workers 
and the Stakhanov movement. 


In his report, Comrade Molotov quoted 
a whole number of facts which go to show 
how the Trotzkyites and non-Trotzkyite 
wreckers in the Kuznets and Don Basins 
abused the confidence of our politically 
careless comrades, systematically led the 
Stakhanov workers a dance, placed spokes 
in| their wheels so to speak, artificially 
created a whole number of obstacles pre- 
venting their working successfully and fin- 
ally succeeded in disorgayizing ‘their work. 

What could the Stakhahovite workers do 
alone if the way capital construction was 
cairied on by the wreckers in the Don 
Basin, let us say, led to.a gap between the 
slowly moving preparatory work of coal 
mining ‘and all the other fields of the

Can it be denied that 
that this counter-revoiutionary group will 
continue in the future to render services 
to the Frotzkyite spies and wreckers? 

Or take for example the Souvarine group 
in France, a group of rescals like Sheflo. 
Isn’t this a reserve? Can it e denied that 
this group of scoundrels will also help the 
Trotzkyites in their espionage and wreck- 
ing work against the Soviet Union? 

‘ All these ladies and gentlemen from 
Germany, all the Ruth Fischers, Maslovs 
and Urbans who have sold themselves body 
and soul to the fascists—aren’t they reseryes 
for the espionage and wrecking work of 
the Trotzkyites? 

Or take for example the well-known 
gang of American writers headed by the 
notorious racketeer Eastman, all these gang- 
sters of the pen who live by slandering 
the working class of the Soviet Union— 
aren’t they reserves for Trotzkyism? 

No, the rotten theory that the Trotzkyites 
are mustering their last forces must be 
cast aside. 
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12.—Finally, we must destroy and cast 
aside still another rotten theory to the 
effect that since we Bolsheviks are many 
while the wreckers are few; since we Bol- 
sheviks have the support of tens of millions 
of people while the Trotzkyite wreckers 
cah be numbered in tens and units, then 
we Bolsheviks can afford to pay no atten- 
tion to such a nandful of wreckers. 

This is incorrect, comrades, This more 
than strange theory has .been invented so 
as to bring solace to certain, of our leading 
comrades who have failed in their work by 
reason of their inability to. carry on a strug- 
gle against the wrecking, to lull their vig- 
ilance and to make it possible for them to 
sleep in peace. 

It is, of course, true that the Trotzkyite 
wreckers have the support of isolated in- 
dividuals, while the Bolsheviks have the 
support of tens of millions of people. But 
it by no means follows from this that the 
wreckers are no able to inflict very serious 
damage on us. It does not at all need a 
big number of people to do harm and to 
cause damage. Tens of thousands of work- 
ers have to be set to work to build a 
Dnicprostroi, but it requires not more than 

dozen men to blow it up. Several Red 

Army corps may be necessary to win a 

battle during war time. But it sonly needs 

a few spies somewhere in the army head- 

quarters or evén in a divisional staff to 

steal the plan of operations and pass it 
on to the enemy for this gain to be lost. 

Tnousands of people are required to build 

a big railway bridge, but a few people are 


sufficient to blow it up. Tens and hundreds 


of such examples could be quoted. 

Consequently we must not comfort our- 
selves with the fact that we are many, 
vhile they, the Trotzkyite wreckers, are 
few, 

We must bring about a situation where 
there is not a single. Trotzkyite wrecker 
left in our ranks, 

This is how the matter stands with the 
question of how to liquidate the short- 
comings in’ our work, common to all our 
organizations, economic and Soviet admin- 
istrative and Party. Such are the measures 
necessary for the liquidatian of these short- 
comings. 


As regards the Party organizations in 
particular and the defects in their. work, 
the measures necessary to liquidate -these 
chortcomings are stated in sufficient detail 
in the draft resolution submitted for your 
consideration. I therefore think there is no. 
need to enlarge here on this aspect of the 
question.

incorrect, comrades. We have tens of thou-.}. 


sands of capable and talented people. It" 
only needs to know them and to promote 
them in time so that they should not re- 
main in their old places too long and begin 
to rot: Seek and ye shall find. 


Further, four-month “Party Courses” must. 
be established in each regional center to 
give secretaries of units Party training and 
to re-equip them. The secretaries of all 
primary Party organizations (units) should 
be sent to these courses and then when 
they finish-them and return home -their 


deputies and the most capable members of '* 


the primary Party organizations should be 
sent to these courses. 

Further, to re-equip politically the first 
secretaries of the district organizations 
eight-month “Lenin Courses” must be estab- 
lished in the U.S.S.R., in say, ten of: the 
most important centers, 

The first secretaries of the district and 
regional Party organizations should be sent 
ta..these courses, and then when they 
finish them and return home their deputies 


and the most capable members of the 
district and regional Party ofganizations 
sent there. 


Further, six-month “Courses for the Study - « : 


of History and the Party’s Policy” under 
thé Central’ Committee of the Communist: 
Party of the Soviet Union must be set up 
to achieve the ideological re-equipment and 
political improvement of secretaries of the 
town Party organizations. The first and 
the second secretaries of town organizations 
should be sent to these courses and then: 
when they have finished them and re- 
turned home the most capable members 
of the town Party organizations should be 
sent there. 

Finally, a six-month “Conference on Ques- 
tions of Internal and International Policy,” 
under the Central Committee of the C.P. 
S.U. must be established. 

The first secretaries of divisional and 
provincial organizations and the Central | 
Committees of the national Communist Par® ~ 
ties should be sent here. These comrades © 
should provide not one but séveral persons 
really capable of replacing the leaders of 
the Central Committee of our Party. This 
should and must be done. 


I conclude, comrades. 

We have thus outlined the main defects 
in our work, including those which ° are 
common to all organizations, economic, 
administrative and Party, and also those 
which are specifically peeuliar to Party 
organizations—defects made use of by the 
enemies of the working class for their 
diversionist and wrecking, espionage arid 
terrorist work. 

We have further outlined the chief mee 
sures. to be taken to render harmless and 
liquidate the diversive, wrecking, espionage 
and terrorist assaults of the Brotzkyite fas- 
cist agents of the foreign intelligence ‘Ser- 
vice. ive 

The question. arises: oe 

Can we carry through all these measurés, 
do we possess all the necessary bie saat 
for this? 

Undoubtedly we can. We can, because 
we have at our disposal all the: means nec- 
essary for the realization of these measures.

The Memorial Day. massacre was also led by these two. 

On Bloody Thursday, Captain Thomas-M. Hoertkorn was pro- 
clumed in the press as the “hero of the day.” Back files of the 
pepers contain vivid descriptions of how ‘Captain, Hoertkorn rode 

the running board of a radio patrol car at the head of the 
first contingent of scab trucks coming off the docks, and how: he 
waved atrevolver in the air as he yelled: “The port is open!” 
Other accounts picture him in the thick of the battle, a blazing 
sun in one hand and a flailing club in the other. 

Captain Hoertkorn has since been removed and dismissed from 

‘force for complicity with the underworld. 

These arc the men who were held up to the public as heroic 
defenders of law and order, while the strikers themselves were 
maligned as an irresponsible’ mob. | 

Following the Pier 18 assautfe, Lieutenant Mignola proclaimed: 


“If the strikers come back for more, you'll find some of them in 


the morgue next time.” He was not long in making good his 
threat. , 

When the strike was over, Chief of Police Quinn declared 
publicly: “If that mob had broken through police lines on 
‘Bloody .Thursday,’ it planned to move straight up Market street 
and start sabotage and piltage.” 

The fact was, the police lines had their backs to the bay and 
drove the pickets straight up Market street with tear gas and 
gunfire. Anyone watching *from an airplane would have gotten 
the idea that the strikers were defending the city from the police. 
And, of course, there was neither pillage. nor sabotage, nor any 
violence whatsoever beyond the reach of police clubs. and guns.

Awakening of Labor on tlie Islands 
A aed fae But re eee Has Come

The plantation and pineapple 
workers of Hawaii, as well as 
a large section of the white col- 
lar and middle class, are being 
awakened as never before to 
the need for a solid front against 
the bosses rather than a racial 
grouping against each other. In 
three years I have seen thentr 
change ‘from arf’ apathetic resig- 
nation to their conditions to an 
eager search for the realities of 
united action. 


It must be remembered that 
behind Hawaii’s waterfron tlie 
two gigantic inacustries, control- 
led from a single source, which 
employ 80 per cent of Hawaii's 
workers and that in the histories 
of those industries there is no 
record of a major, or even minor, 
labor conflict conducted on a 
united racial front. Naturally, 
any struggle conducted on a ra- 
cial front is abortive and, in 
every case, the leadership has 
betrayed the workers. 

Strikes, in the past, have 
meant a dual victory for ‘the 
bosses. On one hand they let the 
workers taste defeat by refusing 
to meet their demards and by 
turning the.sentiment of a ra- 
cially divided public against 
them. On the other hand they 
oiled the effective weapon of

The Origination 
Of Int'l May Bay 


On the night of May 4th, 1886, 
a dynamite bomb was thrown in 
the. city of Chicago. The Hay- 
market bomb. was _ responsible 
for the first major “red scare” 
in American history, and pro- 


duced a campaign of “red bait-} 


ing’ which has rarely been 
equalled. It created America’s 
first revolutionary martyrs, and 
led to the immediate popular 


condemnation of Socialism, Com-’ 


munism and Anarchism. It re- 
sulted in one of the blackest 
chapters in the history of Amer- 
ican Justice. 

Judicial Murder . 


On November 11, 1887, one 
year and a half after the throw- 
mg of the bomb, four of the 
2ight men charged with the 
crime were “judicially” murder- 
2d by the State of Ilimois.

We regret that here in San 
rancisco during the recent elec- 
ons, the policy of the inter- 
‘national, which was carried out 
in local 22 and in other locals, 
was not carried out here. In 
other cities there was a united 
slate.. Here, the administration, 
which must be held responsible, 
made no efforts to consolidate 
and unify all elements for the 
building of a strong union. In 
other cities, there was a clean 
campaign, conducted on union 
policies and bringing forth those 
people who have proven by past 
activity that sincerity is needed 


to build our unions in San 
Francisco. Here the election 
methods were not clean and 


above board. 

What happened? There was 
personal slandering against some 
of the candidates. There was a 
whispering, red-baiting cam- 
paign to the effect that certain 
progressive candidates were paid 
by the Communist Party for da- 
ing Communist work in our un- 
ion. These lying statements 
were even carried higher by 
threats to workers’ jobs if they 
dared to vote for “certain” peo- 
ple. These methods surely do 
riot encourage unity within our 
znion. It confuses our mem- 
bers. It weakens our union’s 
strength. It keeps out of ac- 
tivity members who are loyal, 
amg eager to. take part in our 
union’s work. It weakened and 
belittled the prestige of the ad- 
ministration in the eyes of our 
membership. The administration 
must take full responsibility for 
these actions! 

The progressives, while defeat- 
ed in several important positions, 
cannot however, consider the 
election results.a defeat. On 
the contrary, the results show a 
strengthening of the position of 
the progressive elements in our 
locals. 

(1) In the Dressmakers, preg 
ressive candidates were NOT de- 
feated by the votes of the San 
Francisco workers, who actually 
gave them a majority, in spite 
ef unjust; election methods, but 
were defeated by the votes of 
the workers in an ‘Oakland 
‘dress shop, who were kept ‘iso- 
lated from the union and. used 
by the administration as the bal- 
ance of voting power.

HONOLULU—A letter to. the 
“Voice of. Labor’ explains the 
great “generosity” recently dis- 
played by the pineapple kings 
on the Islands. It says: 

Dear Sir: 

In regards to an article which 
appeared in one of the. daily 
papers in Honolulu, in regard 
to wage increases to be institut- 
ed by Pineapple Canneries, I 
would like ‘to voice my own 
sentiments as to the actual rea- 
sons for this ‘lavish gesture by 
the Pineapple Barons. 


The Reason 
I am employed at one of the 
principle. eanneries here in| 
Honolulu. To me it seems that | 


the pineapple barons are trying | 
to placate workers, in order to! 
keep them from exercising their 
rights and from forming a can- 
neries workers union. For many 
years I, for one, had been un- 
derpaid and overworked; my 
earnings were.so small that I 
could hardly meet all my obli- 
gations, as a result I am now 
heavily in debt. 

It seems that the pineapple 
industries are afraid of unions 
and of the NLRB. For one thing, 
because they have _ practiced 
many forms of discrimination 
and blacklisting, a worker at 
any one of their canneries who 
opened his mouth to stick up 
for his own rights, found him- 
self out of a job, without the 
prospect ef finding another, be- 
cause they saw to it that other 
channels of employment were 
closed to that man or woman, 

So is it any wonder that pine- 
apple cannery workers will wel- 
come with open arms thé com- 
ing of a cannery workers’ union 
to the Hawaiian Islands.

Domestic Worke eal 
Made Victims of 


Fascist Idea 


By PETTIS PERRY 


The California Eagle (Los An- 
geles Negro weekly) in its -is- 
sue for March 19th, in a most 
vicious manner latds Chief of 
Police James Davis for his fas- 
cist drive to fingerprint domes- 
tic workers. In order that read- 
ers may clearly understand the 
dangerous and misleading argu- 
ments with which these people 
bolster their position, it is neces- 
sary to give an analysis of this 
article. 

“Police to fingerprint domestic 
servants,” was the heading used 
by the California Eagle. We 
quote: “Following the adoption 
of a finger-printing system for 
all domestic servants in Beverly 
Hills, Los Angeles, and Pasade- 
na, last Thursday, considerable 
excitement followed such an un- 
expected MEASURE (my em- 
phasis, P. P.). Affecting as it 
does the hundreds of colored cit- 
izens who follow this class of 
livelihood, many, at first thought 
feared it would mak» their none 
too pleasant lot still harder—” 

In the first place the colored 
people are perfectly correct in 
fearing the introduction of such 
a measure, intimating as it does 
that they are criminals. This, 
any right-thinking person will 
understand. That such a meas- 
ure would make “their none too 
pleasant lot still harder—” is 
also correct, although from a 
different point of view than that 


which the Eagle attempts to 
maintain. 
Victims of Brutality 


It is an established .fact. that 
the Negro people are victims of 
police brutality and mob _ vio- 
lence on every pretext that the 
ruling class can use. The put- 
ting into effect of such a meas- 
ure as the finger-printing which 
Chief Davis plans would mean 
the wholesale raiding of the 
homes of Negro people, arrests 
and brutalization of Negroes, os- 
tensibly to seek thieves and kid 
| Rapers. It is from this point of 
view that the lot of the Negro 
| people will be much harder than 
it is at present. 

Quoting the Eagle again: 
“__But calmer digestion of the 
question by students of econom- 
ics, and both civil and _ social 
problems, revealed that rather 
than being harmful, it will aid 
the colored servants.” (My em- 
phasis: P. P.). 

From the foregoing, it would 
seem that the Eagle thinks fin- 
een is a good .means of 
ettering and maintaining the 
‘economic status of the: Negro 
people. We recall that there is 
also fingerprinting as well as 
photographing of applicants for 
jobs in some civil service de- 
partments. But instead of work- 
ing to their advantage, these 
measures are very disadvantage- 
ous. They are used to help the 
white ruling class deny many 
jobs in the higher brackets to 
Negroes. Any reasonably intel- 
ligent person would know that 
the white ruling class is not at 
any time going to do anything 
to protect the welfare of the 
Negro people. 

Dividing the Ranks 

“It was pointed out,” the Eagle 
continues, “that during 1924 and 
1925, a seeming fad for the em- 
ployment of Filipinos and Jap- 
anese threw many colored em- 
ployees out of the homes of Los 
Angeles’ wealthy class. . .’ Such 
propaganda can only serve as a 
means of dividing the ranks of 
the working class. 

It is not the Japanese or Fili- 
pino workers who are respon- 
sible for the misery of the Ne- 
gro people. It must be stated 
that it is a policy of the imper- 
ialists in their struggle for 
wealth not only to utilize cheap 
labor power in industry, but in 
the field of domestic service 
also. 

It is this tactic used “by the 
wealthy class of the city who 
employ domestic servants, which 
threw many Negro domestic 
workers out of employment, thus 
making it possible to re-hire 
them later at lowered wages, 
such as the $25 monthly wage 
now prevailing in many domes- 
tic service jobs. 

Pursuing the question further- 
the Eagle states: 

——This was due partly, te 
the difference in the standard of 
li which made it possible for 
the foreigner to work for much 
less than a colored worker could 
live on comfortably, and at the 
same time enjoy the benefits of 
American civilization.” 

True, the foreign-born worker 
does have a lower standard of 
living, a standard which the 
employing group—not the work- 
ers—reduced even lower «than 
the level of the Negro worker in 
many cases. But how can “4

‘ The average waterfront work-* 


er knows that through his union 
he has an increasing degree of 
strength and security. He knows 
that the union helps in more 
ways than wages and hours. The. 
unions are beseiged now by in- 
surance agents offering various 
types of insurance. On the 
union’s recommendation workers 
will spend thousands of dollars 
for insurance; therefore it is im- 
portant for union officials to 
carefully weigh each insurance 
company .or organization before 
recommending any to the Phen. 
“Group Insurance” 

Many of these policies cover 
sickness, accident, funeral bene- 
fits as well as straight life in- 
surance. They urge unions to 
ioin as a group (known as 
group insurance”). They require 
no medical examination. They 
promise nearly everything for 
seemingly a small monthly pay- 
ment. 

Tens of thousands of workers 
®re paying in hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars monthly for 
these policies. Many company 
unions have forced these policies 
down the throats f the workers 
—an example is the company 
union at Pittsburg, Calif., in the 
Columbia Steel plant. 

Here is a typical insurance 
policy and what it offers and 
does not offer you. For a little 
over $2 a month you, a typical 
worker, get $100 a month Sick- 
ness or accident benefit, $1000 
for accidental death, $2000 for 
loss of two limbs or sight or 
$1000 for loss of one limb or 
sight of one eye and $5 on doc- 
tor bills. 

Examined Closely 

It sounds swell, doesn’t 
But examine it closer. 

Not a cent do you get if-you 
are hurt on the job! And after 
all, where do most of the ac- 
cidents take place if not on the 
job? 

Not one cent if you are sick 
for only a week. Benefits only 
begin on the 8th day. Don’t 
most colds and other causes of 
lost time keep us away from 
work one week or less? If the 
insurance company doctor can 
prove that your sickness was 
caught on the job or due to 


it?

The reporter from the Eagle 
who interviewed Chief Davis 
concerning the  finger-printing 
measure quotes the Chief as say- 
ing: “‘No certain race is singled 
out for this identification sys- 
tem, but all, regardless of col- 
or, will come under its ruling. 
Local crime annals have yet to 
record a_ single kidnaping or 
other major felony in which a 
colored servant of the affected 
household was involved. 

“‘The plan is not aimed at 
trustworthy help, but at the 
group of criminals, many of 
them aliens, who . have stol- 
en thousands of dollars. ...’” 

Chief Davis’ bringing in of 
the question of “aliens” exposes 
the scheme as.a device for an 
anti-foreign-born worker drive, 
which would be a combination 
of several things. Arrest and 
brutalization of Negroes, and in 
true Hitler storm-troop style a 
drive against foreign-born work- 
ers would be features of this 
campaign. 

If Negro domestic *workers 
have not been involved in. any 
major crimes, what is the logic 
of fingerprinting domestic work- 
ers, the majority of whom are 
Negroes? | Simply this—in spite 
of the claim made that  thous- 
ands of dollars have been stolen 
from employers’ homes, the po- 
lice will direct their attack 
against the domestic workers, 
and not against the real crim- 
inals and racketeers who are 
really involved in such crimes, 
and thus the drive against the 
workers will make’ possible a 
more complete white-wash of 
the big criminals whom the po- 
lice never seem to be able to 
find.

The Workers’ Order Offers 

Now compare the above with 
the following service which is 
given by a fraternal order, the 
International Workers’ Order, 
which we have examined: 

*A worker, 35 years of age, 
can get the following from it: 

$500 life insurance costs per 
month, 56 cents. 

$10 per week sickness or ac- 
cident benefit, $20 per week tu- 
berculosis benefit, $25-$300 for 
permanent disability, costs per 
month, 85 cents. 

$90 funeral and benefit for all 


adult members of family and -. 
per - 


less for children, costs 
month, 10 ‘cents. 

Medical service for entire fam- 
ily costs per month, 50 cents. 

Surgical service for entire fam- 
ily, costs pér month, 50 cents. 

Two weeks’ hospital care for 
any member of family in a 
given year, cost per “month, 50 
cents. 

*Local lodge dues ~cests ‘per 
month, 25 cents. 

Total monthly cost for all 
these benefits, $3.26. 

Here the $500 life insurance 
is paid to the wife or other 
beneficiary regardless of how. 
when or where the ghey was 
killeg or died. 

In this policy the sabres or 
accident benefits are paid be- 
ginning with the first week of 
-liness or accident. Contrast this 
with the group insurance which 
only begins on the 8th day. 
Benefits are given, regardless of 
whether the worker took sick 
er was hurt in an accident on 
the jdb. Benefits are paid even 
if the worker draws State Com- 
ensation benefits as.well! 

Full: medical and surgical ser- 
vices and two weeks’ 
zation is included for the hus- 
band and wife and children up 
to 17 years of age witliout.addi- 
tional pay. A ;single person 
could get. all of the above bene- 
fits for $2.58. 

Further, ‘these are all options 
(except the two starred’ items); 
30 the worker can choose which 
benefits he wishes to buy.’
